—Allen Drury covers Con¬ 
gress for The New York 
Times. His newspaper cover¬ 
age has been detached, se¬ 
rious and full of the detail 
that one expects in a Times 
story. Now he has written a 
novel (“Advise and Con¬ 
sent,” Doubleday, 616 PP-, 

$5.75) and from it we dis¬ 
cover that Allen Drury is not 
just a reporter but also a 
man of strong, deep feel¬ 
ings with a capacity for viv¬ 
id expression that those who 
have read his daily copy 
might never have suspected. 

This is one of the most 
powerful novels about poli¬ 
tics I have eveT read, cer¬ 
tainly the best to come out 
of Washington in decades. 

You will hear a lot about it. 

It is a Book-of-the-Month 
Club selection. It will be di¬ 
gested in Readers’ Digest, 
made into a movie and prob¬ 
ably also into a play. 

Yet the reviews I have 
read up to now seem to me 
to miss—or purposely do not 
tell. 

Drury’s central theme, 
which is that the New Deal 
was a natural breeding 
ground for an Alger Hiss, as 
well as fuzzy, if not actual¬ 
ly soft, in its attitude to¬ 
wards Soviet Russia.

Would you like to diet 
without your friends know¬ 
ing about it? 

Well, it’s possible, accord¬ 
ing to an article which ap¬ 
peared recently in the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 

A “social” diet, in which 
you eat normally with only 
a few modifications, was 
described by Dr. Milton 
Plotz, a New York physician. 

THE MODIFICATIONS in¬ 
clude the following: 

1. Not more than one slice 
of bread is to be eaten at 
any meal. 

2. At breakfast, cereal or 
one slice of toast—not both 
may be eaten. 

3. Variety can be added to 
the lean meat, green vege¬ 
table routine at dinner by 
small portions of rice, 
noodles, cracked wheat, or 
spaghetti, a small baked po¬ 
tato, or portions of peas or 
lima beans. 

4. No gravies are to be 
added to food. 

5. Portions of everything 
should bo reduced by about 


one-quarter, and seconds are 
not to be taken. 

6 . Desserts should consist 
of one portion of fresh fruit, 
one ounce of any suitable 
cheese, or a small slice of 
angel food cake. 

ON THIS ROUTINE, al¬ 
most every determined pa¬ 
tient will lose weight, Dr. 
Plotz said. In 100 succes¬ 
sive patients, this routine re¬ 
sulted in a reduction of 
about 1,400 calories a day, 
he said, adding, “In many 
instances, the patient’s 
friends—and sometimes his 
family—did not know that 
he was on a diet.” 

Dr. Plotz noted that the 
dietary management of obe¬ 
sity "is evolving today in
